Secretary's  Report 


Our  current  membership  now  stands  at  170  members.  The  recent 
articles  in  "The  Numismatist"  (by  Will  Rossman),  and  "Coin  World”  (by  Steve 
Rood)  stimulated  many  reader's  interest.  Last  week  alone,  I  received  over  55 
membership  inquiries  from  prospective  members. 

I  AS  AC  is  having  some  difficulty  obtaining  our  corporate  status.  The 
State  of  Ohio  required  that  we  resubmit  our  corporate  charter.  This  has 
delayed  the  granting  of  our  tax-exempt  status  by  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service.  IRS  requires  that  our  incorporation  be  finalized  before  a  decision 
will  be  rendered  However,  I  believe  that  these  problems  will  be  rectified 
shortly. 

Thanks  to  all  of  you  who  have  submitted  entries  for  our  next 
limited-edition  work  of  silver  art.  The  winner  of  the  contest  is  member 
Song  Kim,  (*078).  Mr.  Kim  wins  his  choice  of  either  the  1986  I.BE.W  Round 
(mintage  400),  or  a  Home  Juice”  Rectangle  (mintage  1500)  Elsewhere  in 
this  issue  is  an  order-blank  for  the  next  IASAC  limited-edition  artbar,  based 
on  the  sketch  submitted  by  Mr  Kim.  This  bar  will  use  the  IASAC  logo  on  the 
reverse.  Unfortunately,  the  cost  of  this  bar  will  be  somewhat  higher  than 
the  last,  but  the  cost  is  due  to  the  extra  cost  involved  in  engraving  the 
reverse  die  On  the  positive  side,  we  will  be  able  to  use  this  die  for  all  of 
our  future  IASAC  rectangle  artbars. 

IASAC  will  produce  a  minimum  of  two  silver  art  issues  for  1986.  One 
will  be  a  round,  and  the  other  will  be  a  rectangle  Thanks  again  for  your 
response,  because  of  your  ideas,  we  can  better  plan  our  future  issues  to 
accommodate  your  desires.  Your  ideas  for  the  topic  of  the  first  IASAC  silver 
round  are  requested  No  contest  this  time  around,  but  your  ideas  are  always 
welcome  Our  round  will  also  feature  an  IASAC  Logo  reverse,  and  will  be 
serial-numbered. 

The  Second  Annual  IASAC  Convention  will  be  held  in  Cincinnati,  OH,  in 
association  with  the  Fourth  Annual  Greater  Cincinnati  Numismatic 
Exposition.  The  Convention  will  be  held  September  12- 14  at  The  Drawbridge 
Inn  &  Convention  Center,  a  500-room  complex  located  in  Fort  Mitchell,  Ky 
between  Cincinnati  Airport  and  downtown  Cincinnati.  The  Drawbridge  Inn 
features  three  full  service  restaurants,  and  competitive  room  rates  ($33-up) 
The  change  in  the  Convention  location  was  required  because  the  ANA  was  not 
able  to  accommodate  our  requirements. 
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In  the  next  issue  of  The  Silver  Bugle,  you  will  find  your  nomination  form 
for  IASAC  Officers  and  Trustees.
